As a rule, the arrested cemmunists prove te be ordinary members 
of the party, who only carry out instructions received from their 
leaders iii they cannet point out even if they wish to de se, 
pecause they know very little about them, 

WHO DIRECTS THE WORK. 

We are in a pesitien to publish in this newspaper some data 
regarding the organisation ef this branch ef the Cemintern, cevering, 
like a met, all mere or less important tewns of Ohina and especially 
Shanghai.

The appearance of agents of this type has been noticed in 
Shanghai, especially recently.

THE MAIN THREE OBJECTS. 

It is said that at the head of the organizatien engaged in the 
spreading communist propaganda in Shanghai and neighbeurhoed is a 
®foreigner® ef this type, who has large sums deposited in banks and 
who, being in a clese touch with Moscow, directs the work of the 
Cemintern in this part of the world. 

The fellewing are the three main objects of the communist 
activity in Shanghai s- 

1. Spreading prepaganda among the Chinese masses. 

2. Spreading prepaganda ameng the fereign troops an? navies. 

3. Desintegration and prevwoking of White Russian emigrants. 

fhe first point, dee. the work amongst the Chinese, is, of course, 
the mest impertant one. Por this purpose the head of the local 
Cemintern erganizsation has 5 or 6 Chinese communists working under 
him,who are graduates of a special school for prepaganda in Mgscow, 
and have proved their loyalty to the communist party. Only these 
agents are in touch with the head of the erganizatien, enly they 
know the leader, frem whem they receive instructiens and funds fer 
prepaganda werk. 

SPHERES OF COMMUNIST ACTIVITY. 

Bach ef these 5 agents is in charge of a particular section 
earrying out werk in a particular field, and is vested with pewer te 
act ém his own initiative... Only general supervision and direction 
ef the work is in the hands ef the head of the erganiszsation, whe 
receives information regarding the activities ef his subsdinates frm 
reperts submitted by them and fremreperts ef his persenal intelligence 
serviee - (a necessary part ef any Seviet erganisatien). 

These sections are as fellews t- 

i) Party Section, i.e. section directing the activity ef the Ghinese 
@ummunist Party in Shanghai, its relatien and ep-eperation with the 


) a aa : 
cemmunist organisations in other towns, and the struggle against left . 
and right deviations from party's pelitics. 

2) Zabeur Sectien-conducting prepaganda among workers in Shanghai, 
recruiting new members for the pargy, incitting workers against the 
administratien of facteries, and organizing strikes. Creating 
incidents leading te individual or mass dismissal of werkers and 
te unempleyment - is particularly encouraged, as dissatisfied werkers 
are easily lead and incited to stage demenstrations and disturbances 
ef all serts. 

3) Students’ Sectien. This section is the mest favourable field fer 
the destructive activity ef the Comintern. Chinese studests are 
easily inflamed by the promises contained in the ceamunist slogans. 
They join the cemmunist perty and participate eagerly in all 
demonstrations and disturbances. 

4 & 5) These sections eonduct prepaganda ameng sailers and soldiers. 
Creating dissatisfaction in the amy and navy and organization of 
communist cells fer spreading communist propaganda in their ranks 
is the most important part of work ef agents ef the Cemintern.

Apart from the five chief agents enumerated abeve, each of whem is 
in charge ef a special section, there we ether agents whe de not carry 
eut any definite work, but are transferred te ene ef the abeve mentioned 
sections whenever necessary. 

Zach agent, in turn, eentrels the activity ef several ether agents 
threugh whem he carries eut instructions received frem the head ef the 
erganisatien. These secondary agents are aetually engaged in the 
erganizsation er strikes, demonstrations and disturbances. Here alse 
students and werkers are their mest ardent fellewers and take the mest 
active part in communist activity,and the majority ef individuals whe 
fall inte hands of the pelice are ef this type. Thus in the case ef a

considerable attentien is paid to spreading prepaganda in the ranks 
ef fereign treops. Here the principal agents are the so called 
dancing partners - cemmunists who arrive from the USSR for this 
Special purpose. 

These girls, accerdingly instructed, can be found in every 
port where foreign men-of-war or foreign troeps are stationed. 

Baving picked out a suitable individual the girl attracts him 
by flirting, becomes his paramour and endeavours by all means to 
cause him spend his money, to incur debts, and also gets him inte the 
habit ef using narcotics. 

When the man is “ready® i.e. sufficiently weakened morally and 
involved in debts, the @irl introduces him to her "friend® - an agent 
efthe Comintern, The agent earries on the work en the same lines t- 
takes the man reumd the cabarets, lends money to him, and finally, 
the victim is caught in the trap cleverly set up for him, and is

Memorandum on Raissa Samuilovna Borodavkina 


R.S. Borodavkina first came to the notice of the 
Shanwnyi Municipal Police in December 1930 when information 
was received to the efvect tret sue was susrected of veing 
engazed in spreaiing "rei" proragunda among suilors of 
foreign navies. 

From enouiries mie it was learned thet sne !4d 
arrived in Shensrei from Hardin via vsingt«o some time 
during the autumn of 1929. While in Harvin, «bout six 
years ago, she was reported to have veen in churge of the 
local "Pioneer® organization (a communist orgenization for 
children - preraratory stage for the "Communist Youth").
